As ſeveral Queries 
have been made, in reference to theſe Cauſes, and various 
have been aſſign'd, but none of them ſeems to have hit the 
Mark: 1 have therefore looked into Hiltory, for the Times 
when the like fatal Maladies have before happened, to ſee if 
fom thence any Thing may be diſcovered, that will give 
Light into the true Cauſe of ſuch dreadful Diſtem pers. 

Anno Demini, 1111, There was a great Dearth, and 
Mortality of People, a grievous Murrain of Cattle, and 
Deah of Fowls, and even Fiſhes died in the Water, On 
the fifſh of May, the Year before this, there was a great and 
total Eclipſe of the Moon; and about the latter End of June 
a Comet aroſe out of the Eaſt, and aſcended up towards the 
Lenith, when it became Retrograde in Motion, and con- 
tnued viſible for three Weeks : Comets were frequent ſome 
Years before this. In the Month of February 1196, a Co- 
met was viſible in the Evening for 25 Days, and in Judea 
t was ſeen for 0 Days decreaſing. And A. D. 1107, was 
ſeen in the Eaſt a black Comet for 40 Days together, which 
had a long Tail. A. D. 1108, was ſeen another Comet. 
Ard in December 1109, a Comet appeared in the Milky 
Way, moving Southwards. In 1110 was the great Eelipſe 
ind Comet abovemention'd, in whick Year the River Trent 
was dry at Nottingham for 24 Hours, an Earthquake and 
Tempeſts pernicious to Corn, and deſtroctive of all Fruits. 
The People over all England were afflicted with ſore Diſ- 
eaſes, eſpecially an Eryſipelas, whereof many died, the 
Parts being black and ſhrivelled up. 

A D. 1125, Is recorded for its exceſſive Rains the whole 
vummer, and on the 10th of Auguſt was ſo prodigious a 
Food, as drewned many Towns, and much People; it car-

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ried down Bridges, deſtroyed Corn and Meadows; hene 
terrible Famine accompanied with a great Plague on Mu 
and Marrain on Beaſts, fo as in Towns, Villages, and Hg 
Ways, dead Bodies lay unburied, The Year before thy 
there was a great Eclipſe of the Sun ; and about this Tine 
Comets appeared with an unwanted Frequency, almoſt ey 
Year one for ſome Years preceding It would fill a Volume 
to ſpeal; particularly and fully concerning the Miſeries df 
thoſe duleful Times, Earthguakes, Inundations, Famine wy 
Plague, raged throughout almoſt the whole Earth; but th 
moſt remarkable and great Concern attending theſe reite. 
rated blazing Stars, was the Holy War as it was then calle 
which laſted for many Years, and proved moſt unhappy u 
the Chriitian World. 

A. D. 1317, was a great Murrain of Cattle, in the Sou 
Parts of Ergland, which the next Year reached the Non, 
and overipirad the whyle Realm, Dogs and Ravens which 
eat the Fleſh of the infected Cattle were poiſoned, ſwellel 
and died. This Year and the following was fatal to People fi) 
allo, ſo that the Survivors were not ſufficient to plow and ; 
ſow the Land. A few Years preceding theſe terrible M.“ 
Chiefs, ſeveral Comets made their Appearance, In 14141 
yu Comet was ſeen in the North for 14 Days, having in 
Motion towards the South. The next Year aſter, a Come: 
was ſeen blazing in Virgo, for fix Months together; and i 
the Year after that another blazing Star appeared in Decen- 
Ber, for a Month. The Year 1315 was attended with tw
